Transport Anarchy 


EITHER of the main political parties has earned credit for its approach to 
the transport problem. So many influences are being exerted on road and 
rail traffic that the contemporary state of affairs on road and track 

approaches anarchy, in which the motorist finds himself at a distinct disadvantage. 

The most pressing manifestation of this disadvantage occurs in road congestion. 
There are certain main roads which the car driver has virtually handed over to 
the heavy vehicle. On others he finds that the very bulk of commercial traffic 
makes him subordinate to their needs, the physical space available being insufficient 
to permit his faster passage. Not even the well-known and appreciated courtesy 
of the heavy vehicle driver can help in this situation, and it is one in which the 
thankfully small minority of selfish commercial drivers glorify, literally throwing 
their weight about and ruthlessly squeezing the private car into danger; when all 
allowances have been made, the bus driver must still be instanced as prominent 
in this minority. 

In the meantime, the railways languish, in spite of the general agreement that 
they are a national asset. This does not make sense; either the play of economic 
forces must be left to squeeze the high-cost train out of existence and provide 
new roads to accommodate the extra traffic, or the railways must be supported 
by goods and passengers. It is absurd to maintain a service of empty trains while 
jamming the roads to a standstill 

Governments are elected to work out the solution to problems such as this, 
but the post-war administrations of this country have signally failed to do so, 
plunging, instead, into a see-saw of nationalization and denationalization that is 
neither dignified nor constructive. Let them take fair warning that the see-saw 
must stop if democratic government is to maintain the respect of the electors.

The 1952 Model 
HE major fact that emerges from the review of 1952 Road Tests, which begins 
on the next page, is the all-round value for money contained in the British 
car. This may be stated quite dispassionately, those who disagree being 
reminded of what has happened to the pound since 1939, and how much of the 
actual cash that they pay is purchase tax. If list price is compared with materials, 
design and workmanship, the car remains one of the best bargains available to the 
man with a few hundred pounds to invest 
Basic materials seem once again to have reached a high standard after a falling- 
off following the war. The word “seem” is used advisedly, for it is not easy for 
the ordinary owner to judge metals and fabric, and he is all too liable to mistake 
an item of flimsy construction, badly designed, for poor inaterial, when in fact it 
is usually only an abuse of good metal. Design has improved, notably in the direc- 
tion of unit chassis-body construction, and there has been no falling-off in the safety 
characteristics of suspension in spite of the move towards softer springing——no mean 
achievement. Room for major improvement exists in the braking of fast cars, but 
even here performance has temporarily overtaken brake design; it is not that the 
latter has fallen off 
Workmanship, it must b ted bluntly, is the one side of manufacture that 
shows only a very slow post-war recovery; far too frequently the owner finds traces 
of “ covering-up ” by the employ who lacks conscientiousn far too frequently 
his casual eye discerns the fault that ha Cal ed the uppos dly expert cyt of the 
final inspector. Often he is caused unnecessary expense by the rectification of 
subsequent faults, particularly in external finish, which ought never to hav 
appeared. The trouble is symptomatic of the times, and is summed up in that 
depressing post-war saying, “I couldn’t care less.” There are, at last, signs the 
this saying is going out of favour; the sooner that the attitude it represents di: 
appears the better

OOKING back, 1952 is seen as a year packed with 
interest from the Road Test point of view, although 
there is every indication that this present year, 1953, 
will be even more interesting, as the industry in this country 
now in the throes of a changeover to what can be called 
second phase of its post-war activities Most of the 
initial post-war designs produced by the large manufac- 
turers have now been on the road for five or six years, 
nd are gradually being replaced by new models. At the 
London Show last year two members of the Big Six, the 
Rootes Group and the Nuffield Organization, displayed new 
designs—the Humber Super Snipe and the Wolseley Four 
Forty-Four—while the entirely modern square-engine 
Vauxhall Wyvern and Velox models have been in produc- 
tion since early in the year. Doubtless, more new models 
vill follow and the second phase will have, perhaps, a dura- 
uon of another five year 


Representative Selection 


Of the 31 cars that passed through The Autocar’s hands 
during the year, 24 were British, three Italian, two French, 
ind one German, while only one American car was actually 
road tested, though others were driven, including one of 
that country’s most expensive models, fitted with power 
teering This year’s tests, then, dealt more with the 
European than the world’s industry. There were, among 
the British cars, a fair proportion of completely new 
models: the Jaguar Mark VII saloon, together with its 
maller brother, the XK120 coupé; the Austin Seven, a 
brace of square-engined Vauxhalls, and the Bentley Con- 
tinental. The Continent was represented by the Mercedes- 
Benz Type 300 saloon and the Aifa Romeo 1900 saloon, to 
name only two. These cover an extremely wide range, 
not only in price, but also in engine capacity and per- 
formance ‘The maximum speed range varies from just 
over 60 to 120 m.p.h.; engine size from 800 c.c. to 4} litres, 
ind prices from £350 to £4,900 (approximate figures are

Almost every new model tested has shown general im- 
provement in performance and roadworthiness This 
improvement is additionally stimulated by export require- 
ment Che British engine is well known for its reliability 
ind smoothness, but home market demands in pre-war 
days did not always result in chassis that would equal 

me Gontinental cars in cornering and road-holdi.ug. On 
the other hand, the Continental engine, although satisfying 
its user, often did not possess the standard of smoothness 
expected in this country. When this country produced cars 
primarily for the home market the accent was on engine 
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smoothness and a high degree of detail finish, while u 
Continental car had a strong emphasis on handling qualities, 
in some cases at the expense of all else. Since the wv 
every make of car must, to a greater or less degree, tulf 
some of the requirements of all users. 

This has resulted in a steady improvement in the road 
manners of British cars submitted for test, while in several 
Continental cars a considerable increase in engine smoot! 
ness has been noticed 

Of the cars tested, it is pleasing to note that the tf 
was of British manufacture, a Jaguar XK120 coupé wi 
recorded a speed of 120.5 m.p.h. with still more to come 
the runner-up was also British, a Bentley Continental sport 
saloon which achieved a mean speed of 115.4, while thre 
other British cars also showed mean speeds of over 100 
m.p.h. Further, these cars possessed a very high deg 
of roadworthiness which enabled such speeds to be obtained 
with complete confidence. 

It is not proposed to discuss all the models tested, mak 
by make, as this has already been done in the individual 
Road Tests that have appeared in the journal; also, many 
of the Road Tests are available in book form. Although 
there is a general improvement, there are still many small 
points which merit criticism. One such has been the 
quality of chromium plating on some of the British cars 
tested. Restrictions in the use of nickel, brought about by 
shortages and the armament programme, created 
difficulties which each manufacturer has solved in his own 
particular way, but results have not always been completely 
satisfactory.

Paint for Plate 


In some cases external chromium plating has been 
severely curtailed, one manufacturer even adopting painted 
nave plates for the wheels, while on radiator grilles the 
amount of chromium has also been considerably reduced 
It is now common to find head lamp rims painted instead 
of plated. Interior plating, ioo, has frequently fallen short 
of what the manufacturers themselves would have liked, 
and in some cases the plating applied to protect the bare 
metal has had to be coated with a protective finish. Cars 
so fitted have frequently carried labels to warn the owners 
against the use of normal chromium cleaning materials 
which would remove the protective coating and consider- 
ably reduce the life of the plating. While making every 
allowance for the manufacturers’ difficulties, it cannot be 
regarded as satisfactory to Britain’s reputation for producing 
quality goods if cars are produced with plating that 
deteriorates or even peels off after the first few thousand 
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miles. If this is the longest life that can be expected 
because of material shortages, then one would expect the 
car or component manufacturers to investigate alternative 
materials or methods. For example, one or two Continental 
manufacturers have made fairly extensive use of aluminium 
alloys for some external bright parts, while stainless steel 
also has been used. 

With fuel at its present high price, and the consequent 
interest in petrol economy, there seems little point in the 
engine designer working hard to obtain the odd extra 
m.p.g. if the equivalent amount of fuel, or more, is spilt 
every time the car is filled, yet there are still some cars 
on which the fuel filler is not of a suitable size and provided 
with adequate breathing capacity to accept the flow from a 
modern electric pump without slopping petrol over the 
coachwork and on to the road. There have even been one 
or two cars that could not cope with the flow from the old 
fashioned hand-operated pumps. Some cars have proved 
particularly good in this respect, the Austin Seven and the 
Morris Minor being two. A desire to clean up the coach- 
work has resulted in concealed fuel fillers, and if the design 
is correctly carried out there are no complaints, yet in too 
many cases the fillers tend to be in the vertical rather than 
the horizontal plane—in a position where the old style of 
hand-pump nozzle will not stay in position unless it 
held. Filling up on a wet day means, therefore, that the 
owner has to stand wretchedly in the wet, holding the

Perhaps the most serious disadvantage 
is that of petrol fumes inside the car, but this had been 
uccessfully overcome on the cars actually tested

a notably more efficient braking purchase! ‘There are 
several surviving examples of the admirable lever-handle, 
such as Vauxhall, Hillman Minx, Bristol and Jaguar 

Almost all cars tested during 1952 were fitted with 
independent front suspension, the most popular layout being 
coil springs and wishbones. This system mostly resulted 
in a satisfactory ride, yet some cars need a reduction in the 
amount of roll. This problem is quite complex. There 
are patents concerning the use of an anti-roll bar on the 
front suspension, a factor that does not help the manu 
facturer trying to produce a cheap car. On the other hand, 
if the bar is fitted to the rear suspension it will tend to make 
the car over-steer—a very undesirable feature. 

The steering layout that has given the Road Test driver 
the most satisfactory “feel” is the rack-and-pinion unit, 
although the three-piece track rod layout can, if well de- 
signed, give satisfactory results; it is often a more suitable 
layout to fit into the chassis design. 

Generally speaking, reliability of engines 
high, and, in rare cases where any failure has occurred, it 
has often been traced to auxiliary equipment, with electrical 
equipment at the top of the list. Unless the reliability of 
the vital components can be guaranteed some alternative 
should be found. An instance ts fuel pumps. During this 
last year, On more than one occasion, a car has been put 
out of action owing to a faulty electric fuel pump. Engine 
starters can also be improved, not so much the motor but 
rather its method of engagement with the engine flywheel 
In the United States solenoids are often used to engage the

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this country. Continental cars, in a price range that pro- 
hibits a solenoid, sometimes use a manually engaged pinion;

It is satisfactory to find that the 
horn-operating ring is gaining favour.

This is also very satisfactory, 
particularly for main road driving, and on one car the foot 
switch operated loud horns, while the hand control operated 
a more refined set. 

Although there have been very few punctures on last 
year’s cars, a Certain amount of wheel changing has taken 
place, while nave plates have frequently been removed in 
order to check the wheel nuts. As a result it can be said that 
jacking systems appear to be quite satisfactory, and it is now 
the exception rather than the rule to be expected to crawl 
underneath the car to position the jack. On the other hand, 
it is necessary to prise off the central nave plate, an operation 
that almost invariably damages the paint on the wheel 
Although nave plates may improve appearance, they are, 
perhaps, one item that could be thrown away on at least 
two types of car, the sports and the low-priced economy 
car, remembering that they are usually discarded for com 
petition purposes, while for the economy car they represent 
item of unnecessary cost.

N the past five years, Frazer-Nash cars in the hands of 

owners have gained a series of sporting successes which 
have earned them a fame and prestige all the more 
remarkable in view of the modest output of the small Frazer- 
Nash works on the outskirts of London. It has not hitherto 
been possible to carry out a full road test, as the Frazer- 
Nash company very rarely make a car—they make someone’s 
car. From the moment construction starts, the model is 
destined for a particular buyer and it bears the stamp of his 
individuality in many details of its specification. Once it is 
completed, the owner takes over, and cars are very rarely 
available for tests such as these. Recently, however, it has 
been possible to carry out a prolonged Continental test of the 
first example of the Targa Florio two-seater. 

This car was the Turismo version, equipped with an 
engine adjusted to give approximately the same output as che 
latest 100 b.hp. engines, which are being made by 
Bristol for fitting to this model. With various simplifica- 
tions of equipment, and with bolt-on wheels, the car is 
considerably cheaper than previous Frazer-Nash models and 
is intended primarily for those who are interested in a fast 
and comfortable road car rather than in competitions. 

There is another version of the model, the Targa Florio 
Grand Sport, which can be had with a more highly 
developed engine, giving 140 b.h.p., but there will be few 
interested in a car of this character who will not find their 
everyday requirements met by the Turismo version, which 
proves to have a mean maximum speed of 114 m.p.h. and an 
ability to accelerate to 100 m.p.h. in half a minute. 


In the Best Half-dozen 


For those familiar with the pre-war 328 Frazer-Nash- 
B.M.W., to which this model forms the obvious successor, 
it can be said that the latest car shows a considerable im- 
provement in performance without significant increase of 
fuel consumption; it offers greatly increased body space, 
much better weather protection, and greater accommodation 
for luggage, while road holding and handling have been 
vastly improved by the elimination of any tendency to over- 
steer. Fog those with no previous experience of modern 
Frazer-Nash cars it need only be said that in performance, 
stability, steering and response to the controls this car is in 
the best half-dozen built anywhere today, and a choice 
between it and others will depend much more on avail- 
ability, price and individual preferences rather than on any 
absolute values in handling qualities. 

To be more explicit, the Frazer-Nash has a quick, crisp 
response to the controls which has very rarely been equalled. 
In spite of the roomy cockpit, it is a compact, taut, nimble 
car which instils confidence as soon as one takes over. The 
high-geared steering, the good brakes and impeccable 
stability make it one of the easiest of all fast cars to drive 
and it is quite free from the vices and idiosyncrasies which 
make it necessary to serve a cautious apprenticeship in 
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driving some really quick sports cars. Weather conditions 
during this road test included every hazard imaginable to 
display the safety and controllability of the Frazer-Nash in 
the most impressive way. It was driven through thick fog, 
over polished ice, through snow, gales and torrential rain, 
and it transformed each of these hazards into an agreeable 
new experience. 

At speeds over 100 m.p.h. on dry roads the directional 
stability is excellent and the car requires no more than finger 
pressure on the wheel to guide it. Driving fast with a full 
gale lashing torrential rain across the road, such a light 
car is naturally sensitive to side gusts, but it can be kept 
on course with only the movement of the wrists to provide 
the necessary correction. On corners it holds a line in an 
exemplary manner, and even a driver new to the car soon 
finds that he can start a slide or stop one with almost con- 
temptuous ease. It is a car in which the expert can play 
all the advanced tricks and the less accomplished driver 
can learn without getting into difficulties, provided he uses 
reasonable discretion. On ice or slippery wet surfaces it is 
naturally easy to spin the rear wheels by excessive use of 
the throttle, and it is quite casy to prevoke a tail slide, but 
this is at once brought under control by the normal 
procedure. 

It is a most satisfying experience to take the Frazer-Nash 
through open bends on slippery roads, steering with the 
throttle, sliding the tail and allowing the steering wheel to 
slip back through finger and thumb under castor action to 
hold the car on the desired line. The accuracy of the steer- 
ing leaves nothing to be desired, the brakes are adequate to 
the performance, and, no matter what evolutions the whim 
of the driver may impose, there is no sensation of roll. 
The Bristol-built 2-litfe engine is well known for its

power, smoothness and reliability. It starts readily from 
cold and warms up reasonably quickly (no oil cooler is fitted 
on this model). the car tested there was an appreciable 
surge of torque at about 3,000 r.p.m., which is reflected 
in the acceleration figures. A natural and easy cruising 
speed of 80 m.p.h. is maintained at some 3,700 r.p.m. with 
the engine snarling happily on a note which fits the character 
of the car without unduly interfering with conversation. A 
speed of 90 m.p.h., equivalent to 4,150 r.p.m., produces a 
higher-pitched engine note, but without any sensation that 
the engine is having to work hard. The car tested was fitted 
with tyres of 5.25in section, but those now being built carry 
5.50in tyres which produce a corresponding slight reduction 
in the engine revolutions for a given speed, the latest figure 
being 21 m.p.h. per 1,000 r.p.m. on top gear. 

The four-s gear box contributes to driving ease and 
enjoyment. ¢ synchromesh makes changing easy, but 
can be beaten by a fierce change. A maximum of 90 
m.p.h. is available on third, but the engine is so flexible that 
in practice this range is hardly ever used and from 60 m.p.h. 
onwards top gear is normally employed. Without changing 
down, the car will surge from a cruising speed of 60 m.p.h. 
to 90 m.p.h. on any short strip of road where the space 
bounded by eight or nine telegraph poles is seen to be 
vacant, and a clear half mile or so is an invitation to a 
quick rush up to 100 m.p.h., with everything well in hand 
for an equally swift reduction of speed if road conditions

it. It is one to be enjoyed by the younger generation and 
one which makes the older generation feel young again. It 
is pre-eminently a car for those who enjoy motoring as an 
end in itself, but in this version it has sufficient amenities to 
make it a practical car for everyday use. In judging a Frazer- 
Nash it is difficult to pass an opinion on the details because 
these are so often adapted to the tastes of a particular owner, 
and if any feature is found disagreeable it can usually be 
This applies not only to accessories, but also to 
details of trim, seating dimensions, weather protection and 
even suspension. The car tested had the same torsion bars 
as are used for other Frazer-Nash models and these gave 
fine road holding at high speeds accompanied by a certain 
amount of firmness at low speeds on rough surfaces. The 
damping was excellent and a harsh bump encountered at 
90 m.p.h. would produce a single rapid deflection, instantly 
damped out without ensuing complications. Owners who 
prefer a softer ride can, however, have a set of slightly 
slimmer torsion bars. Rough surfaces and adverse cambers 
have little effect on the steering, which is light and transmits 
very little reaction. 

The seats provide excellent support, with deep side pads 
to locate both driver and passenger on fast corners, and 
high back rests which support the shoulders and contribute 
to the admirable sensation of unity with the car. Steering 
column position, pedal arrangement and such items can be 
varied to suit the purchaser, but the arrangements on the 
actual car tested were found admirable by drivers of widely 
differing stature, and the driving position affords a complete 
view of the bonnet and both front wings extending from the 


The luggage space available is greater than it appears because 
the full width of the car is used and the locker is deep.

base of the windscreen right to the nose of the car, s valuable 
help both in fog and in crowded city traffic. The car tested 
had Marchal head lamps, which proved adequate for speeds 
up to 90 m.p.h. at night. 

The hood, which can be detached completely and stowed 
in the tail when not in use, is composed of nine separate 
elements which have to be fitted together; the whole opera- 
tion takes about five minutes. It is, therefore, impracticable 
to stop and put it up once one has been caught in heavy rain, 
and it is usually, better and simpler to plug into their sockets 
the two rigid, plastic side windows and carry on, relying 
on the very reasonable protection afforded by the wide 
screen, the fixed side panels and the big side windows. With 
the hood and side windows completely installed, the car is

markably warm even when outside temperature is below 
freezing. 

The flexible plastic rear window and quarter lights 
give an excellent field of all-round vision. On this par- 
ticular car some rain found its way in over the top of the 
windscreen, but it is understood that a newly evolved rubber 
seal has now cured the trouble. The back of the hood has 
to be unfastened to reach the fuel filler, which is concealed 
under a spring-loaded flap. 

Although The Autocar has tried some very fine cars since 
the war, none has left a greater sense of security or been more 
fun to drive. The fact that a penal rate of taxation almost 
prohibits its sale in Britain deprives the younger generation 
of Britons of one of the finest imaginable incentives to hard 
work and enterprise.

K.A.C. TRIALS 


HE 1952 Trials Championship has 
come and gone—and the new cham- 
pion is T. C. Harrison! This was 
an extremely oe victory, and well 
deserved; not only did Harrison score a 
very decisive win in this trial, finishing 16 
marks ahead of his nearest rival on the 


hills alone (without recourse to any special 
tests), but he has also won the Bb T.D.A. 
Go'!d Star for 1952 for his performances 
in the series of trials on which scoring 
for that award is based. 


For this year’s championship, the 
R.A.C. had chosen the area of Gandale 
Moor within the confines of the camp 
of that name, by permission of the mili- 
tary authorities. In this space were all 
the observed sections, ten in number; 
these were divided into three groups (of 
three, two and four sections), with one 
final hill as a piéce de résistance. The 
twenty-seven entrants (of which all but 
one started) were likewise divided into 
three groups, each group attempting one 
series of sections in turn and then moving 
round. This kept the whole theatre of 
operations within a compact space, and 
the complete programme (including a 
break for aiednenined was run off with- 
in four hours, 


Marking System 


On each observed section, a tape was 
laid from top to bottom, and in the event 
of a competitor not reaching the top, the 
point on the tape level with the centre 
of his right-side rear wheel was marked 
with a securely pinned tally bearing his 
number. In actual fact, only four of the 
sections were successfull surmounted 
during the day. A driver clearing the top 
naturally lost no marks; the next highest 
lost one mark plus a number of marks 
equal to the number of successful climbs, 
the next one two marks plus the same 
number, and so on. Therefore, a driver 
failing on one of the easier hills was more 
heavily penalized than one failing on an 
unclimbable hill. 

On the whole, this system of marking

worked out very well and certainly made 
for ease and certainty in working out the 
final placings; there were, of course, criti- 
cisms from those who pointed out that 
one driver might be highest up all the 
hills but one easy one (owing to some 
minor misfortune) and would then lose 
a high number of marks. But no 
marking system is perfect, and the mani- 
fest advantages of this one seemed to 
outweigh its possible drawbacks. The 
course was marshalled by members of 
the Darlington and District M.C., the 
Bridlington M.C., the Yorkshire centre 
of the B.A.R.C. and the Yorkshire Sports 
C.C., and a very good job they made of 
it, too. 

The day of the event—Saturday, 
December 20—dawned fine and clear, 
the only hazard being a certain amount 
of ice on the roads to the camp; this ice 
was also to have some effect on one of 
the groups of sections in the early part 
of the trial. Already a considerable num- 
ber of spectators had assembled to see 
the fun. Scrutineering completed, the

cars began to move off in convoys, each 
behind its leading official, en route for 
a various starting points and the first 
hills. 

Speculation ran rife as to whether 
those competitors who tackled the “A” 
group of hills, which lay in a wood, first 
had the advantages over those who found 
themselves faced with the worst of the 
ice, on the “C” group. However, as the 
sorting into groups had been by ballot, 
and the initial starting order in cach 
group was also by ballot (and thereafter 
varied in rotation from hill to hill), there 
could be no suspicion of favouritism in 
the matter; it was just the luck of the 
draw. Certainly the first competitors on 
the “C” group found themselves rather 
adversely affected by the ice on top of the 
surface; on the other hand, when the 
third group reached the hill known as 
“C,” they fared little better than the first- 
comers and certainly worse than the 
second group, for the swrface was now 
becoming too soft and glucy for comfort. 

The fourth hill in this, the “C” group,

But Harrison 
scored four clean climbs, equalled by only 
one other competitor, Rex Chappell, and 
also made the best effort at two other 
secti ; throughout the trial, in fact, he 
was consistently mght at the top of his 
form—and that is very good indeed. 
Reg Phillips, on the other hand, also 
having modified his Ford Ten-engined 
Le Tout for next season’s events, had 
very little luck anywhere; he was inclined 
to suspect that his torque equalizer on 
the rear axle (a4 la C-type Jaguar), was 
not having the intended effect, as one 
wheel seemed to spin more than ever 
before. Nor was it Wally Waring’s day

The attempt to 
lift the future’s veil remains interesting. 

To succeed, a car manufacturer must make a product that 
the public wants. In making it, however, he must have 
regard to other factors that affect his business. The public 
might suddenly conceive a desire for cars of gold, but it 
would be difficult to make the satisfaction of the desire a 
commercial business. None the less, the successful manu- 
facturer must be careful that the balance between what the 
public wants and what he knows that the public can have 
does not become unduly tilted. 

Public desire in cars tends to fall in with conditions of 
use and environment—and with the wealth of the people. 
There are the exceptions amongst buyers—the eccentrics, 
the connoisseurs, the folk who maintain the colour of a 
community. To them the original designs, and those occa- 
sionally seen cars that might have emanated from Hatton 
Garden. To the ordinary public goes the car that fulfils the 
motoring need of the day. It is interesting to try to calcu- 
late the motoring need of tomorrow. 


Urbanization 


It seems to me that in most countries the environmental 
trend is similar. Populations are increasing, and they are 
becoming increasingly urban-minded; at the sarne time busi- 
ness enterprises, both industrial and agricultural, are becom- 
ing fewer and bigger. The result is a concentration of 
population in certain areas, and fairly wide spaces in 
between. In Midwest America you drive for miles between 
township and township, though the towns are concentrated 
and humming; in France there is little between village and 
village. And if the objection is raised that it was ever thus, 
one might cite the Highlands of Scotland as putting the 


trend beyond dispute, for there the empty crofters’ habita- 
tions still stand; the people have gone—to Glasgow, to Lon- 
don, to Montreal; and to Auckland, New Zealand. 

While this increasing urbanization has been going on, 
the hold of the car on the life of the people has increased. 
Forty years ago the single car owned in the village stopped 
the children’s games as it passed; now the children are 
unwise to play in the village street. That has meant con- 
gestion in the urban areas, which continues to increase, and 
this, in turn, seems to have influenced those who suffer as a 
result; they strive, in a kind of desperation, to escape the 
consequences of their way of life, going long distances where 
previously five miles was considered an outing. They 
ramble; they cycle fantastic distances; they climb mountains; 
they buy old taxis and use a summer fortnight to reach 
Yugoslavia. They want a car... 

What sort of car? The type, I think, that is being pro- 
duced increasingly in Europe, and of which the new 1900 
Alfa Romeo is the extreme example at the moment. It is 
one that soft-pedals acceleration in the lower ranges but 
gives a new conception to high-speed travel, accomplishing 
it with ease and economy. Surely this conception lines up 
with good sense? The ordinary motorist’s answer to the 
question, “ What’ll she do?” has rarely been 0 to 30 m.p.h. 
in X seconds, but nearly always, “About sixty-five,” or 
whatever the figure is. Maximum speed is, however regret- 
tably, a sales point. The leaping away from halts, however 
exhilarating, has remained the fun of the few, and becomes 
increasingly difficult with more congestion (you can’t 
accelerate in a queue), and with the eye of the road safety 
crank focused on car speed. It is, in any case, an amuse- 
ment that tends to decrease with age, and car ownership is 
moving away from the under twenty-fives in a world where 
the manual worker is receiving more pecuniary recognition, 
with inevitably rising costs. On long, open roads outside the 
cities, however, even the middle-aged man feels the urge to 
get along, and provided that he can do so with ease and 
comfort, will use top-end performance.

With the 
aid of a truly aero- 
dynamic body, the 
latest version of the 
1}-litre Porsche has a

Road trends assist him. The French have long had their 
impressive roads, streaking straight and lonely between the 
trees; the Americans are still driving motor roads from point 
to point; Hitler provided Germany with autobahnen, the 
Italians have their autostrade. These roads demand high 
cruising speeds. There is not much point in lingering on 
the way across Northern France; there is less point still in 
dallying between Bonn and Cologne. Where the Davison 


Expressway plunges through Detroit it is a sunken road, as 
a recent illustration in this journal showed, and if one is 
driving through a cutting one might as well get a move on 
Only in bulb-time is there a real incentive to dawdle 


between Rotterdam and Amsterdam. Commercial con 
siderations, also, call for high cruising speeds. The operator 
of a heavy vehicle fleet knows how high an item transport 
delay costs can inject into the final price of goods, and this 
is a competitive world. Motor-road traffic needs to be con- 
sistently fast. The trend, in fact, is, in railway parlance, for 


traffic to become increasingly express and less local. This 
is the most notable recent road development. 

America has fulfilled all consequent demands in her car 
production. The high cruising speeds of U.S.A. cars have 
crystallized out in the terrific performance of the Lincolns 
in the Mexican road race; engine power is laid on almost 
ad lib to provide acceleration; ease of control is carried 
towards the ultimate by hydraulic transmissions. It is all 
cheap to a rich country. On the Continent great efforts are 
made to achieve the best possible economically, by paring 
down the weight to give the smallish engine as little as 
possible to haul. The engine must remain small while 
petrol costs something over 5s a gallon. Five-speed gear 
boxes have appeared as an aid, and it is significant that the 
fifth speed is an overdrive top designed for easy high-speed 
cruising, while not much attention seems to have been paid 
to juggling with the intermediate ratios in order to in- 
crease low-speed acceleration

With such aims in view, aerodynamics pay off. When the 
first glorious bodies appeared from Pinin Farina it seemed 
that the Italians were merely reminding the world of their 
artistic tradition, but there was good aerodynamic sense 
in those graceful lines. Continental manufacturers are 
streamlining with caution, however; while Porsche goes the 
whole hog, Peugeot recalls that the matron must still be 
allowed to enter and leave a car, and with dignity. There is 
obviously a point at which utilitarian considerations stop 
the march towards the pure aerofoil, and it is interesting 
to watch the car manufacturers making up their minds as 
to where the point is. 

By now the assiduous reader can be excused for inter- 
jecting, “ Yes, but very few of these considerations apply to 
Britain. There are few wide open spaces here; no motor 
roads, few empty roads, fewer straight ones, more and more 
built-up areas. And very few motorists indeed who seem 
to want to go long distances fast.” I have deliberately drawn 
the picture to emphasize the omissions, because the fact 
that this country is so different from others places an 
immense handicap on the British manufacturer at a time 
when, more than at any other, he must concentrate on 
overseas sales. 

_ To the motoring crystal-gazer this may add colour 
to the glimpse of the future, but his sympathy cannot be

withheld from the manufacturer who is trying to satisfy the 
customer. 

It is becoming increasingly evident that Britain needs a 
type of car that is different from that wanted elsewhere. 
Where roads are tortuous, often steeply graded, and thronged 
with traffic along their length, acceleration remains impor- 
tant if anything like a good average is to be achieved on a 
long journey. High cruising speeds can be used but rarely, 
and if 7 are not achieved quickly they can be but rarely 
enjoyed, for the bend in the road is only occasionally out of 
sight. It may be this inability to see far ahead that has 
made the average driver in this country a potterer; on the 
few modern twin-track sections of straight road that exist he 
appears venturesome enough, sometimes, in fact, outstrip- 
ping his abilities in high speed control, which is what makes 
one or two notorious roads what they are. The poor man 
needs practice. 

The quandary that faces the British manufacturer thus 
becomes self-evident. Is he to build for export and to let 
the home market take the product if it will? Shall he try 
the opposite, and build for home, hoping that the foreigner 
will find the product acceptable? Shall he build two differ- 
ent types of car, one for each market? Or shall he com- 
promise? 


To build for export only is a risky policy. The control

Its achievements since introduction are the proof of its merits. 
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of imports and exports by governments increases rather 
than diminishes, and the liability of export markets to fold 
up Overnight increases with control If he builds for home 
the economic position of Britain must give rise to fore- 
boding. When the national cloth is cut as needs dictate the 
car is in the part that falls away from the scissors, as has 
already been seen. A sudden increase in economic strin- 
gency, and the manufacturer building for home only might 
at some stage find himself barred from selling the product. 

To build two different types of car seems a perfect remedy, 
but it is costly on all but big output figures, and it hinders 
the cost-lowering policy of using common components in 
ostensibly different models. None the less there are signs 
of thinking in such terms, especially as the home-intended 
product may still be found acceptable for city or near-<ity 
use overseas. But for the small manufacturer it appears 
dangerous. The car manufacturing world is highly compe- 
titive, and small-production design staffs must concentrate 
their energies if they are to keep their designs abreast of 
those of their rivals. Once the design aims become divergent, 
only half the time is available for concentration on each par- 
ticular type, and this, in itself, demands a constant reorienta- 
tion of ideas, not easily accomplished. Even the personal 
aspect comes inio it; the designer tends to favour one type 
of car at the expense of the other. 


Compromise ? 


Compromise is left, and the form of the compromise is 
the least easy to distinguish in the depths of the crystal. 
Yet a compromise is the most likely solution. It is in line 
with British tradition, thought, and practice. 

The desirable qualities of such a compromise can be 
listed. It should have useful acceleration, a high cruising 
speed, reliably and economically maintained for mile after 
mile—indeed, day after day, year after year. It must 
remain conservative enough to appeal at home and to main- 
tain the cachet value of British conservatism overseas (a 
not inconsiderable sales aid), yet it must be acrodynamically 
efficient. It must be roomy and carry ample luggage. It 


must be competitive in price. 

The acceleration will demand four speeds from an 
economical engine, and the high and easy cruising speed 
really demands a fifth; but a true five-speed box (which I

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feel to be the best answer) is hardly likely to materialize 
while the steering column lever remains. There is, how- 
ever, a device that gives the same effect and that deserves 
more application to a four-speed box; this is the Laycock 
de Normanville overdrive. Standard and Triumph use it 
successfully with three speeds, but the full benefit would 
be felt with four. Reliability and economy should follow 
with the lack of stress om the engine at high speeds, and 
the increasing use of “square” or “over-square” bore and 
stroke dimensions assists. 

The marriage of conservatism of appearance with acrody- 
namic lines is not easily arranged, but the compromise here 
is achievable, at least in some measure, by attention to detail. 
Much can be gained aerodynamically by the removal of 
excrescences and the fairing over of fissures, and no one yet 
knows how much might be gained by attention to the air- 
stream under the car and under the bonnet, because no one 
seems to bother with it; a pity. There are three cars already 
that are notably good aerodynamically but which maintain a 
“British” look. Two of them—Continental Bentley and 
Bristol—are very expensive, but the appearance does not 
depend on the cost. The Bentley successfully retains one of 
the famous traditional radiator shapes of this country. The 
third—Jowett Javelin—is competitive as it stands, and with, 
incidentally, an unorthodox engine to prove that a daring 
policy sometimes pays off. 

The maintenance of roominess and plenty of luggage 
accommodation remains the most difficult achievement 
alongside the other considerations. Can six passengers and 
luggage ever be compatible with the type of travel outlined? 
Would it not be better to think in terms of, say, two on the 
back seat with flanking luggage lockers to fill out the full- 
width body? 

Once one breaks away from orthodoxy the ideas begin to 
flow. Need engines be upright and centrally located? 
Must they stay at the front? Sometimes the feeling comes 
that car designers do not take enough cognizance of what is 
happening in the commercial field, until one remembers that 
the same men are quite often responsible for the two types 
of design. However, the crystal cannot be expected to see 
too far ahead; perhaps the gas turbine obstructs the view. 
It is not easy even to see the details of the picture of the near 
future; but the discernment of the highlights is a fascinat- 


ing pastime.

SEARCH OF ANCIENT TOMES

EFORE I begin this story of my trip to Bath I may 
as well say, by way of introduction, that I am one of 
those rare, but least exotic of, birds, an antiquarian 

bookseller. The perpetual search for those antiquated 
books upon which the carrying out of my activities depends 
can, on occasion, lead to strange and unusual adventures, 
as this account of a three days’ excursion to an auction 
sale will show. It is not my practice to have my horoscope 
cast for any journey of less than five hundred miles, but 
on this occasion I ought to have broken the rule! No 
doubt the stars would have given warning of the pitfalls 
which lay ahead. As it was, I had only my forebodings to 
guide me! 

No pukka reader of The Autocar would think of a journey 
from the South Coast to Bath except in terms of a car, 
to wit, in my case, an almost new Austin A.40 Countryman. 
It had just been well run-in and I was looking forward 
to this trip to try its paces. I already knew that it started 
easily, had a lively, economical engine and a capacious body 
which was just the thing for carrying large quantities of 
rare old books. In fact, it shows every sign of being a 
worthy successor to the elderly Austin Ten, of 1937 vintage, 
with which I had recently completed a trouble-free two 
thousand miles in France, a perfect example of Austin 
reliability. True, the Countryman has one or two quaint 
modern contraptions which accord ill with my antiquarian 
or antiquated outlook. There is, for instance, the steering 
column gear change, which seems to do much less success- 
fully with twenty or thirty moving parts what the old central 
gear lever did with two or three. I know the theory is that 
without a central lever the front seat will take three pas- 
sengers, but it just doesn’t work out that way. The seat 
isn’t wide enough. 

Also, by no stretch of adjustment can the solitary outside 
driving mirror be made to give more than a fleeting glimpse 
of the extreme right-hand edge of the road; not a particu- 
larly helpful segment, it must be admitted. Then I always 
think that an instrument panel looks more like business 
with an ammeter and ‘oil gauge; but perhaps this is mere

antiquated hair-splitting and I must get on with the journey, 
which began early on a crisp and frosty November morning 
and reached its climax with a night spent in the turret of 
a stone manor house in the West Country, unexpectedly 
cut off from the outside world by a heavy fall of snow. 

We set out, the Countryman and I, on roads still tricky 
with frost. First came the run across the whole breadth 
of Sussex through Hastings and Battle, names which are 
a part of English history, with the countryside clothed in 
russet, and lovely in the carly winter sunshine. By Dalling- 
ton and through Heathfield, Uckfield and Cuckfield, to 
Billingshurst on the old Roman Stane Street, where there 
is a pub which will provide an instantaneous breakfast at 
any ungodly hour. Then through Petworth, skirting the 
walls of its great mansion where Turner painted, across 
Cowdray Park, with its polo ground and ruined house which 
still stands as a gloomy memorial to the family doomed 
to be wiped out by fire or flood. Leaving the Winchester 
road, A272, just beyond Petersfield, we forked right and 
up the steep road across country to Ropley and New Alres- 
ford. A wonderful stretch of road, this, climbing to some 
eight hundred feet in a couple of miles. Geared somewhat 
lower than the A.40 saloon, the Countryman treated these 
hills with disdain, climbing everything in third gear and 
with something to spare. By now I had come to realize 
that we should get on well together.

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AMERICAN NOTEBOOK 


Detrou, Michigan. 
HE impact of last summer’s devastating 53-day steel 
strike is now being felt in the U.S. motor industry. 
While not as completely crippling as originally feared, 
the results of the tremendous dispute are very likely to be 
noticed throughout the winter and well into spring. 
Delay in bringing out 1953 models, the possibility of higher 
prices, and the chance of temporary car shortages are the 
most likely effects. At least three companies planned to 
bring out new models in October. When production 
stopped, these unveilings were put back a month or so. 
The rest of the industry is in the same position. 

Despite these problems, long-range production forecasts 
point towards a near record year ahead, with output really 
Starting to roll in the second quarter and continuing at a 
high rate to the end of the 1953 model run. Under plans 
being worked out between Government agencies and the 
industry, there is a reasonable expectation for car output 
eventually to hit a rate between 5 and 6 million units a year. 


Tomorrow's Car 


[- VEN as the long-awaited parade of 1953 cars gets under 

way, far-seeing stylists and engineers are hard at work 
creating “tomorrow’s car” in the United States. New 
materials are being studied, new applications of light metals, 
like magnesium and aluminium, are being perfected. Often 
this work is three to ten years ahead of the introduction of 
an actual model. 

One of the materials which is more and more capturing 
the imagination of designers and engineers is aluminium. 
The ease with which it may be formed into a variety of 
shapes, its lightness, its ability to dissipate heat, and its 
extraordinary strength are appealing properties when plan- 
ning the “car of the future.” 


Engineering Notes 


A DETROIT parts manufacturer is soon to introduce a 
new tie rod end which is causing considerable discus- 
sion in engineering circles. 

Claimed to be the first major change in track rod ends in 
27 years, it is said to be far safer, more durable and more 
economical than similar units now in use. It is guaranteed 
not to pull apart under any conditions, and will not blow 
out when subjected to extreme lubrication pressures 

According to Mack Lober, president of Alan Automotive 
Industries, which developed the product, seven automotive 
companies have tested it and approved the principle. As 
shown in the accompanying drawing, the track rod end is 
fully enclosed and sealed. The device will be available both 
for original equipment purposes and as a replacement part. 

In their 1953 lines, both Pontiac and Chevrolet are doing 
away with iron pistons. The need for higher compression 
and greater horse-power has dictated the change, and the 
companies now use aluminium. 

There is a chance that chromium will last longer and 
stay brighter on next year’s cars. Recent U.S. Government 
orders have relaxed restrictions on the use of nickel for 
electro-plating non-functional parts. 
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The great interest taken by Americans in European sports 
cars is shown by the introduction of this clip-on dummy wire 
wheel complete with eared hub cap. Alas for function !

\ JHILE the all-aluminium car may not be just around 

the corner, the groundwork for such an advanced 
vehicle is being laid by the Reynolds Metal company in 
Louisville, Kentucky. This company feel so strongly about 
aluminium’s eventual adoption in the car industry as the 
main structural and body material that they contemplate 
building an experimental all-aluminium car during the next 
few months to gain knowledge and to assist the industry in 
evaluating aluminium’s potential. Reynolds Metal visualize 
a two-door closed design, rather than a convertible or sports 
car. This style will allow them to work out completely 
problems of window runs, proper door hinging, roof con- 
struction and other details. _ 

Extruded aluminium sections are destined to play an im- 
portant part as structural members in the frame, door-posts 
and pillars of this advanced vehicle. No decision has been 
reached by Reynolds as to the car’s power unit. It is ex- 
pected to be an all-aluminium engine of experimental design, 
but whether it will be a V or horizontally opposed type has 
yet to be worked out. 


1953 Models 


ONTHS of unusual research and testing practices lie 
behind the introduction of a new car model. Typical 
of the exacting studies carried on within the industry are 
projects developed by Ford and Oldsmobile for their 1953 
lines. Ford designed a plastic seating dummy [page 1595, 
November 28.—Eb.] to the absolute specifications of the 
average American male. He is used in the designing and 
testing of sets, arm-rests, head and leg room, and size of 
interiors. 

With size of arms, legs, fingers, calf and thigh right on the 
American male average, each section is jointed and articu- 
lated as in the human body. The model can be locked into 
any seated position desired, including one with his hands 
resting on a steering wheel 

In addition to controlled tests carried on at the General 
Motors proving ground, Oldsmobile conduct exhaustive 
performance studies of new models on U.S. highways. The 
objective of this research is accurately to duplicate the ter 
rain, traffic and weather encountered by Oldsmobile owners 
in every section of the country.

After dark, however, there is no evidence that a vehicle is 
foreign until the rear of the car is visible. Night driving with 
legal British lighting is, therefore, misery with oncoming French 
drivers refusing to dip and, in extreme cases, attempting to drive 
you off the road. 

Also you will be stopped by the police to find out why your 
lighting is not in order, which is irritating and may involve 
you in a long-winded argument with a country policeman who 
has not heard of the exemption 

Finally, if you are involved in an accident after dark it may 
be held that your white lighting caused dazzle and was a con 
tributory cause of the accident. This is quite a valid argument 
since modern British twin-dipping sets undoubtedly produce 
more light than the legal French system in which the dipping 
filament is shielded. You may therefore lose a civil case and 
be compelled to pay damages,

AS OTHERS SEE US 
Britain Responsible for Some Inferior Cars 


(64640.|—From recent statements in the Press, including The 
Autocar, it appears that the leaders of the motor industry are 
getting worried. It seems that sales, both at home and abroad, 
are either falling or threatening to fall, and they are wondering 
what to do about it. 

To begin with, so it scems, someone or something must be 
found to bear the blame; one executive accuses the Government, 
another says purchase tax is responsible, a third import restric- 
tions and so on, They do pot all agree about this as some say 
that disaster stares us in the face, while others say everything 
is really all right; but one thing they do agree about is that 
whatever may be wrong it is no fault of the British motor in 
dustry, who are doing a magnificent job by making the best cars 
in the world and selling them against almost insuperable odds 

Is it not time that, instead of bleating about what other people 
are doing or failing to do, and about the difficulties we are up 
against, and instead of patting ourselves on the back and saying 
what wonderful fellows we are, we examine our own conduct 
and see if we ourselves may not be at fault? ‘To begin with we 
might as well admit that, apart from certain sports models, on 
the whole we make some pretty bad cars. Some are under 
powered, many have appalling roadholding, fuel consumption is 
not brilliant, paintwork, though improving, is by no means good 
and finish is generally shocking 

In the main they are anything but durable, and though we 
have been in the habit of telling ourselves that the American 
car is made to last only two years, the fact is that the average 
American car will outlast at least two average British cars. In 
addition most firms make far too many models, with the result 
that development work has to be done on the public The 
British appear to be willing to bear this burden without too 
much complaint, but foreigners do not like it and, as we are 
now finding out, are not prepared to put up with it much longer

Finally comes the question of prices. In the main they are 
far too high, one reason being that our captains of industry do 
not yet seem to realize that the sort of people who buy cars, 
whether in this country or Continental Europe, or indeed any 
other part of the world, have a very much lower standard of 
living than previously, and it is going to get lower still. The 
French have realized it and produced the 4 c.v. Renault and the 
2 c.v. Citroen; the Germans have realized it and produced the 
Volkswagen, all of which are outselling our small cars wherever 
they come into competition with them. 

What we need, therefore, is to stop pretending that we make 
the best cars in the world, stop dissipating our technical resource 
by making a vast number of models, some of which overlap even 
within a single organization, and get down to making not only 
good cars, but also cheap cars. The successes we have achieved 
so far prove that, unshackled by self-imposed handicaps, we 
can make both the best and the cheapest cars in the world
